“Cet Us Now Go 
Eun Unto Bethlehem” 


HAT was the decision of the shepherds upon the Judean 
hillside and no decision that they ever made in all 
their lives was as significant. It was the decision of the Wise 
Men, and all the centuries since have justified their wisdom in 
so doing, Great lessons have been, and are to be learned at 
Bethlehem, lessons that men need to be taught very badly, 
lessons pregnant with meaning for all life. It was there God 
made His finest, His greatest, revelation. We too ought to go 
there as searchers after truth, that all the grace and beauty and 
fulness of meaning that God would give us by this strangely 
unique revelation might be ours. 


Bethlehem means the glorification of this human nature of 
ours, for this finest and greatest revelation of Himself was 
made, not in some flaming message written across the face 
of the sky, not in any unusual unveiling of His greatness and 
His majesty, but in the birth of a little child, that grew to boy- 
hood and manhood and entered into experiences that are 
common to us all. Our human nasure can reveal God. There- 
in is found the glory and greatness of man, that when 
God would make Himself known to us He took upon Himself 
our form, He became flesh and dwelt among us. The fulness 
of the divine truth, the beauty of the divine ideal, the strength 
of the divine love, are all revealed in the Child born in 
Bethlehem who became the Man of Nazareth. 


Bethlehem is thus a revelation of God's thought of how He 
would bless and redeem and save the world of mankind. We 
might ask, ‘‘'Why didn’t God reveal himself in some better, 
some more satisfying way?” The answer is plain, The truth 
must become incarnate, the Word must become flesh. It is the 
truth that Jesus lived that is saving the world today. And it is 
the truth that you and I incarnate that will help the world to 
newer and holier and better life. 


Bethlehem, therefore, reminds us that this human world of 
ours is not to be redeemed and saved through any magical or 
short-cut process, but by the slow and long continued 
enterprise of incarnating God, That is why the Church is 
called the B sdy of Christ. The Gat whovceme to earths the 
commonplace birth of a Child is no cataclysmic Being who 
would work out His purpose by a stupendous overthrow 
of wrong. He is a God who would train’ men in love 
and virtue and goodness, which is the only process by which 
these can become of any value whatever. 


Bethlehem should, therefore, give us a great and glorious 
hope for mankind. God came into human life for the high and 
holy purpose of lifting man out of his sin into a high 


attainment of the Godlike and divine. Just what man will be

Constructed Entirely Of Stecl And 
Are Bolted Together 

Steel went to the farm when the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company shipped the first of 12 units 
of Pre-fabricated metal farm build- 
ings to sites selected by the Farm 
Security Administration in Alabama, 
Georgia and South Carolina. 

The dwelling contains a living 
room, three bedrooms, and combina- 
tion kitchen and dining room. Two 
large closets and a pantry are in- 
cluded and space is available for a 


six tons of steel are used in the 
dwelling. 

All the foundation structure, the 
frame sides, roof, exterior door, win- 
dow trims and fireplace are of steel. 
Interior floors and doors are of wood, 
An insulating wall board is used as 
interior finish for the walls and ceil- 
ings. Steel joists support a wooden 
floor. 

The outbuildings are constructed 
entirely of steel. Complete prefabri- 
cation enables swift erection of the 
buildings by the simple expedient of 
bolting together the panels. This 
work may be performed by the 


farmer, or purchaser, with a few 
| helpers, 
Both dwelling and outbuildings 


will be available in several designs 
and dimensions. If the home owner 
wishes to add a room, this is done by 
making the dimensions in multiples 
of four, eight by 12 fect or 12 by 16 
feet, for example. 

These buildings bring the cost of 
pre-fabricated metal construction 
down to a competing level with build- 
ings of other materials for tho first 
time, T.C.I. spokesmen said.

From Vancouver they will sail on the 
M.is. Hauraki for New Zealand on 
November 24, and will be fed and 
, tended by a member of the ship's 
‘crew during the three-week 
' voyage, 

Canada’s success in preserving the

| THEFT OF RADIUM NEEDLES 


| A doctor in New York has lost five 
radium needles presumably by theft. 
These needles contained altogether 
50 milligrammes of radium worth, at 
present prices, about a couple of 
thousand dollars, 

| Radium, apart from its value in 
‘commercial enterprise of various 
kinds, is of value chiefly in the treat- 
ment of cancer. For this purpose 
Canada, in its various clinics for the 
treatment of malignant disease, pos- 
sesses about 20 grams, worth, at a 
conservative estimate, about $700,- 
000 though it cost the clinics or 
those who supplied the clement al- 
most twice that figure. 

In the use of radium for the treat- 
ment of cancer the element is placed 
in tiny needles of’ platinum-iridium 
each containing so many milli- 
grammes, These are inserted into 
the growth or placed close to the 
growth to be treated. The constant 
rays given forth from the radium 
, kill the cancer cells, In institutions 
! where the supply is sufficient, con- 
‘tainers with 4, 8, 10 or more grams 
of radium are used. The effect of 
.these is similar to the rays from a 
j million-volt x-ray equipment. 
| Radium in the treatment of cancer 
\is used in another form, This is 
;radon or the rays from radium pro- 
|duced by an apparatus called an 
‘emanation plant. There are several 
of these plants in Canada. The plant, 
jan ingenious device of hollow glass 


| Pair Of Buffalo And Pair Of EM {upes and steel, collects and filters 


|the radium rays emanating from a 
|solution of radium bromide. These 
'yays are finally assembled in tiny 
gold seeds about one-eighth of an 
inch in length. These, called radon 
seeds, are planted in the growth to 
be treated and may be left there. 
They are exhausted in about 30 days. 
The effect of radium, in seeds, bomb 
or needle is the same, As already 
mentioned radium rays kill the can- 
cer cells and this is done without 
great damage to the normal cells 
vound-about for the reason that can- 
cer cells are generally less resistant 
to radium than normal cells. 

The discovery and production of 
radium in Northwest Canada within 
late years has effected marked re- 
ductions in the price of this valuable 
clement. One remembers when 
radium cost one hundred and twenty- 
five thousand dollars a gram. Seven 
years ago the supply for one of our 
large hospitals was secured for about 
$55,000 a gram, Now the price is 
$35,000 a gram, ‘The enterprise of 
the La Bines and their associates in 
the discovery and production of 
jradium at Great Bear Lake and the 
establishing of a refining plant at 
Port Hope, Ontario, deserves the 
commendation of every Canadian 
| citizen. Radium is, according to 
present knowledge, essential in the 
treatment of cancer. Canada is able 
{to supply the demand.

who are pitchforked into employment for which they are not fitted, either 
by inclination or education, or both and who, as a result, either presently 
find themselves out of work or eke outa miserable existence on an inade- 
quate wage with little hope of improving their lot except after a lengthy, 
period of painful trial and error. 

The existence of a substantial number of these square pegs in round 
roles in the larger towns and cities, many of them originating from the 
farms and small villages, cannot but arouse the sympathy of the spectator 
and curiosity as to the underlying causes of this condition. 

“Well, he has a job anyway and look at the thousands who are unable | 
to get any kind of work" is apt to be the reaction of some of the unem- 
ployed and of some who are successful in their chosen vocation, but who do. 
not realize that the situation represents a problem of economic and human) 
waste which requires solution just as much as the problem of unemploy- 
ment itself. | 

For it cannot be painssid that the young man who is struggling to! 
make a living in employment which is incompatible and for which he has 
little or no aptitude, is likely sooner or later to become imbued with a spirit 
of frustration when he realizes, perhaps after several of the best years of 
his life, that he is faced with the alternative of starting afresh at the bot- 
tom in some other vocation or of remaining where he is with all prospects 
of advancement beyond the mediocre either extremely remote or entirely 
absent. In other words the number of years that he has spent in fruitless 
effort have represented a waste not only for himself but for the industry | 
in which he is engaged.

Shortage Of Skilled Labor In Sight 

There ure many causes responsible for this condition, not the least of | 
which is the great depression which has brought about a stalemate from 
which industry has not yet recovered. In the earlicr stages of the depres- 
sion large numbers of men were discharged. Some of the experienced men 
ure now beyond working age and others, somewhat younger, have not yet 
been able to get back into their former vocation. 

While some industrial firms have, in the meantime, filled up gaps caused 
by death or the necessity to take on additional help with former experienced 
employees, others have taken on younger and inexperienced men at lower 
wages on the assumption that they were economizing. Included in this 
group are many young men who have taken courses in the technical schools 
and who presumably, therefcre, were equipped to fill the vacancies as well 
as many others who have had little or no training. For every vacant job 
there has been an overwhelming rush of applicants and,
